Because the Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement was filed with the appropriate statement under 37 CFR 1.704(d), Applicants submit 
that there was no delay, and respectfully request that the erroneously applied 44 days of 
Applicant delay be removed from the Patent Term Adjustment History. A copy of the 
Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement, with certification, is enclosed for your review.
